new Surprize upon the King which cannot well be determined 
whether greateſt, at the Irreligion of a converted Infidel, defending 
Atts of Impiety, or at the Confidence of a Subject contending a- 
gainſt the Juſtice of his Sovereign. 


For to give him Dilemma for his Dilemmas; Either heis in the right, 
and the y'd Prudence and Juſtice of the Nation were in the 
wrong ; or the Embody'd Jeftice and Prudence of the Nation 
were inthe Right, and he isin the wrong. And then what fort of 
open Retaliation he deſerves for the wortt of Crimes, they whoſe 
Wiſdom, whole Juftice, whole Integrity, in the higheſt of 
Dignity he has fo inſolently and ſcandaloufly reproach'd and af- 
fronted, are beſt able to determin. * Nor is there any: thing that 
can pretend to ſave him, but this one ſingle Expedient, that while 
all Men know him to be a meer Natural Animal of a Poes, his whole 
Recancation and Narrative mult be takea for a Fi#ion,
